pool is a ssu m in g an alarm ing state, 


and unless som e action is taken by the 


proper au th o rities m uch disease will 


su n Iv result. 
W hen the attention of H ealth Officer 
Ogden w as called to the violations 
la k in g place along tile riv er 
front 
from tile foot of Broadway to Union 
street, he im m ediately com m unicated 
with an official of the Cleveland & 
Pittsburg railroad, it being th e railroad 
com pany's ground upon which 
the 
nuisance was being com m itted, and re- 
reived a ssu ra n ce th at the dum ping of 
g a r b a g e on th a t spot would be dis- 
continued. 
It seem s th at this dum p 
was the only one in the city th at was 
being used and that perm ission was 
granted for that, purpose. 
Now that no m ore filth can be dis­ 
posed of there, tho question that hun­ 
dreds of people are asking is: 
“W hat 
will we do with o u r garbage? 
W e 
cannot run the risk of living with the 
dirt piled at th e re ar of our residences. 
W e w ant som e place to put it. and as 
th e re is none, th e city council should 
take th e m a tte r in 
hand 
im m edi­ 
ately and provide a dum ping ground.” 
W h eth er or not any im m ediate ac­ 
tion will be tak en by the city fathers 
is not known, h u t Dr. Ogden states 
th a t he will call tho atten tio n of the 
m em bers to th e dire necessity of a 
ground and do all w ithin his power to 
have one secured. 
It is an undisputed 
fact that th ere is not a city of the 
size of E a s t Liverpool in th e country 
that is not provided with a rubbish 
dump. 
It is a featu re th at is abso­ 
lutely necessary for the proper pro­ 
tection of the people ag ain st disease 
and steps will he dem anded for th a t 
end in this city. 
W hen the question is placed before 
tho council th e body will likely be 
puzzled over a location. 
T h ere 
is 
seemingly no place w ithin tho limits 
of the city, only ov er the riv er hank, 
that could be secured and considering 
tin* d anger to people living along the 
shores it docs not seem fair to de­ 
term ine upon locating tho dum p at 
any spot w here the awful stonch and 
g erm -generating filth will t ome in con- 
net w ith any person. 
Since th e w arning of the hoard of 
h ealth was m ade through the N ews 
Review, th a t body, 
especially 
the 
health officer and sa n ita ry policeman, 
have been besieged continuously by 
men w anting to know w here they can 
have th eir garbage disposed of and the 
only a n sw e r th an can be given is: 
lust let your garbage 
b a r r e l 
and 
hut k yard filth stay w h ere it is, or 
else bury it. 
T h e re is no place in tho 
city that we h ave any auth o rity to 
give you perm ission to dum p it on. 
aud until som e action is taken 
by 
* " u n til you m ust take care of it as 
hest you can.” 
Of course tho garbage furnace con­ 
tinues in operation, but th ere is a vast 
am ount of refuse that, cannot he dis­ 
posed of by it. and tho problem what 
to do with it grow s m ore serious all 
tip* time.

BIG PROBLEM FOR THE CITY 


The sanitary condition of East L iv e r­ 


pool is assuming an alarm ing state, 


and unless som(> action is taken by the 


proper authorities much disease will 


ii rely result. 
W hen the attention of Health Officer 
Ogden was called to the violations 


laking place along the river 
front 
from the foot of Broadway to Union 
st I’l’et, he immediately communicated 
with an official of the Cleveland & 
Pittsburg railroad, it being the railroad 
company’s ground upon which 
the 
nuisance was being committed, and re­ 
ceived assurance that the dumping of 
garbage on that spot would be dis­ 
continued. 
It seems that this dump 
was the only one in the city that was 
tieing used and that permission was 
granted for that, purpose. 
Now that, no more filth can he dis 
posed of there, the question that hun­ 
dreds of people are asking is: 
“ W hat 
will we do with our garbage? 
W e 
cannot run the risk of living with tilt' 
dirt piled at the rear of our residences 
W e want some place to put it. and as 
there is none, the city council should 
take the m atter in 
hand 
immedi 
ately and provide a dumping ground." 
W hether or not any immediate ac­ 
tion will be taken by the city fathers 
is not known, but Dr. Ogden states 
that he w ill call tho attention of the 
members to the dire necessity of 
ground and do all within his power to 
have one secured. 
It is an undisputed 
fact that there is not a city of the 
size of E a s t Liverpool in the country 
that is not provided with a rubbish 
dump. 
It is a feature that is abso­ 
lutely necessary for the proper pro­ 
tection of the people against disease 
and steps w ill be demanded for that 
end in this city. 
W hen the question is placed before 
tho council the body w ill likely bf 
puzzled over a location. 
There 
is 
seemingly no place w ithin the lim its 
• if the city, only over the river bank 
that could be secured and considering 
tin’ danger to people living along the 
shores it does not seem fair to de- 
icrinine upon locating the dump at 
any spot where the awful stench and 
germ-generating filth w ill come in con­ 
tact with any person. 
Since the warning of the board of 
health was made* through the News 
Review, that body, 
especially 
the 
health officer and sanitary jmlie'-man. 
have been besieged continuously by 
men wanting to know where they can 
have their garbage disposed of and the 
only answer than tan be given is: 
lust let your garbage barrel 
and 
balk yard filth stay where it is, or 
‘Tse bury it. 
There is no place in the 
city that we have any authority to 


g iv e you permission to dump it on. 
arui until some action is taken 
by 
council you must take care of it as 


host you can.” 
Of course the garbage furnace con­ 


t i n u e s in operation, but there is a vast 
amount of refuse that, cannot be dis­ 


p o s e d of by it. and tho problem what 
to do with it grows more serious all 
the time.

Steamer Mariposa arrived from Aus­ 
tralia, bringing additional now* of the 
typhoon and tidal wave at the I earl 
■Island group the middle of J*nu‘ r^' 
.The French government has inves 
rated the disaster and found that be­ 
tween BOO and OOO islanders perished 
during the storm. 
After the wind 
■had subsided and the w aters had re­ 
ceded the bodies of drowned natives 
were found tied to trees about tho 


^ Hikuera, one of the islands visited 
fey the deluge, was tho least able to 
(withstand its force, as its 
highest 
place Is 12 feet above tho sea. 
Tho 
residents flocked to the heights and 
sought safety by binding themselves 
to the rocks and trees. 
There they 
remained for the three or four day* 
dr. which the Btorm swept over the 
dreadful scene. 
The Islands of Hao Makokau and 
flHlkuera aro virtually washed away, 
as they are at present little above the 
level and are destitute of vege­ 
tation. 
On them man cannot subsist 
as the soil bas vanished and the cocoa­ 
nut trees are all dead.

Islands did i ll in its power to allevi­ 
ate

suffering. 
Charles Revel, 
colonial Inspector of the first class, 
now at Tahiti, made a tour of Inspec­ 
tion of the Tuamotu group in the Ital­ 
ian man-of-war Calabria, which ren 
dered all possible assistance toward 
aiding the sufferers.

JA. Revel Hays: 
“In approaching Katul we saw tho 
Kelee, the French 
man-of-war.
